Tho dispiitcli then proocods to ask the 
Jmuoriul Crovernmont for further aid tow- 
lu-ifa tlio construction of thy dock, mukiug 
tho alternative proposition that tho "Im- 
porial and Dominion Govornmenls take 
over the dock and complete it aa an Im- 
perial or Dominion work." In such event 
the belief is expressed that "the Province 
would doubtless undertako to contribute 
cheerfully sito aud work alroiidy done." 

Then follows a dispatch from tiio Do- 
minion Governmout on the subject of tlu^ 
advance of £50,000, in which it is said

We have barely room this morning to 
refer to the Speech from the Throne yes 
teiday. As a rule, Governor's speeches 
aze^Doted for what they do not contain 
A former Government need to put big 
words and involved sentences in tho 
mouth of a former Governor for tho pur 
pose of mystifying tho public and veilinf 
their policy. Bat there is a frauknis.s 
about the speech before us that will delight 
the friends of the Elliott Governmeut 
and (diallenge the admiration of 
their opponents. The quartz minint 
enierpii.se, the railway, the loan, tho lu 
dian Commission, the iisheries, tho duck, 
the public Hchoo.s, the dyking scheme imd 
the coal and lumber interests are all 
touched upon in gmtnlatory terms. A 
Bill to amend the Consolidation Act and 
amendment to the Mining laws are fore 
shadowed; and all will be delighted to 
hear that tho claims of the Cariboo — tho 
pioneer quartz compuny— are propesad to 
be recognized by a gr^nt to that company 
of the $15,000 allotted by the act of last 
session. The Speech will be read with 
interest by all classes to whose judgment 
'we° leave it for the present, conttdentthat 
ii will meet with their approbation. 



J)ry Dock Correspondence. 

The Dry Duck correspondence which 
was laid bsforo the House yostertlay is of 
a very important character. It complete- 
ly refutes tho charge of the Opposition 
.press that the Government had ucglectud 
the claim the Province has upon Canada 
for tho payment of £50,000 in lieu of tho 
dry dock guarantee; shows that it has luiil 
a deflnito proposition for dock construc- 
tion before the Imperial Govornment, 
and supplies a telegram from Mr. Mac- 
kenzie to Mr. DeOosmos whoa tho latter 
was Premier of this Province, which is 
for the first time published. We bolieva 
there is on record a denial of BIr "Wal- 
kem that any such telegram was in exist- 
ence. Why a document that so clearly es- 
tablishes the rospoosibility of llii' JJo- 
minion Governmout should hitm riiuiiin- 
od in private hands until all hope of ne- 
curing tho £50,000 aa a gift has vanishod, 
will probably be explained by tho leader 
of the Opposition at tho pro[)er time. 

In a well-considered and tomperato pit- 
per, dated 11th Juno, 1S77, tlii.s Gotc'iii- 
ment review tho whole question jf ilock 
expenditure and poiut out the iniportunco 
of the work to the Dominion and Im- 
perial interests, at the same time i)res8iiig 
for the fulfilment of the agreement made 
by Canada with this Proviuco in 187U, 
taking tho position in concluiion that tho 
"Dominion Governmout be onrnestly re- 
quested eithor to contribute (is a bonus 
towards tho construction of tlio Esquimalt 
Graving Dock tho sura of -iJil-'jO.UOO as pro 
vided in 37 Vic,, C.tp. 17, Sbc: 1, in lieu 
of the guarantee of interest for ten years 
on £100,000 ftt 5 per cent, por ainiuin, 
provided in tho Ilith Secticjn oi' tho Terms 
of Union; or, on tho grounds that it is a 
work diraotly affecting, in an eminent de- 
gree, Dominion and Imperial interests 
and ought thoreforo to bo a charge upon 
the Dominion rather than the I'rovince, 
to take over tho Dock from the Province 
and with tho aid of the assistance already 
promised by tho Imperial Government, 
carry on tho undertaking to completion 
SB a Dominion work." 

On the 2l8t of Jnly, 1877, the Govern- 
ment sent a socond order in Council in 
which they point out that tlie plaun and 
epecitications have been drawn on a scale 
moro extensive that would be nocossary 
for a dock simply calculated to provide 
for the requirements of the meioantile 
inarine in these waters, and that the cost 
of oonstrnction has been proportionately 
increased. The importance of the dock 
to the navy and commerco is again strong 
ly urged, stress being very properly laid 
on tho existence of war in tho East in 
which Groat Britain is liable at any mo- 
mbut to be involved. The dispatch con 
tinues: ^ 

"The finances at the disposal of the 
QoTernmont havo boon limited, aud tliu 
dopresaion that has roaulted fr(^in the 
nou c.Tramencement of Kailway construc- 
tion has provoiitod the possibilility of 
ma'.orially improving the financial c(jndi- 
tion of the country. Yet Btoadfast in the 
belief that Great Britain and Caimdu 
would ouch accept and bear a fair propor- 
•tion of tho ooat of constructing a Duck in 
which both Imperial aud JJomiiiion ui- 
er stsareto sogrtatanoxteutinvolvod.tho 
Provincial Government have i)ros(;ciitod 
the work hitherto, and liavo expended 
8124,870.63, and incurred liabilities on 
account of uncompleted contracts, Ac, to 
the amount of 4>72,530.4.8 moro. It has 



My Ministers thoreforo respectfully 
submit that, under the circumstances, it 
is reasonable that tho froo dockage condi- 
tion of tlio grant should bo waived, and a 
pri'ferenti.il uso only bo required by Hor 
Majesty's Imperial Government. 

With roferenco to tho alternative pro- 
position, my Ministers iiistruct mo to say 
that thoy fool thoy ought not; to tako upon 
themselves the responsibility of disposing 
of so large an amount of Provincial capi- 
tal without having first consulted tho 
Legi-ilalnro. They nevorthidcbs believe 
that I'urlianiout will roudily sanction the 
gift of silo, plant, worit already douo,iJ',c., 
as a. P'-'x^ineiid contribution in aid of the 
work i J which the Proviuco, as au inte- 
gral part of the Empire, is so-much inter- 
ested. 

Tho Government will engago, therefore, 
to recommend to Parliament a gift of the 
site, (;tc., till liib condition tliat morcUant 
vessels shnll bo ))onuittod to bo dockeil on 
piiyuiont of expenses, whenever tho ships 
of Hor Majesty's squadron do not require 
its use.

On tho 28th September following, this 
Government addressed the Iiuiiorial Gov- 
erumont stating tlieir failure to induce 
Canada to keep its agroeinent, aud re(]Hest 
ing supplemuiitary Tmperial assistance 
towards eHootmg this object. The Gov- 
erniiic!iit also directed tho attention of 
Admiral DeHorsoy to the matter, laying 
a complete statemont before him and re- 
questing hia good offieea ju bringing the 
matter before Uer Majesty's Governmout. 
To this appeal Admiral DeHorsey replied 
as follows: 

"SnAn," AT Esquimalt, 

1st October, 1877. 

Sill, — W'ith reference to tho despatch 
dated the 26ih ultimo, which j'our Honor 
was ploasod to address to mo, transraittinu 
for my information cort'iin printed and 
other correspondence relative to tho con- 
struction of a Dry Dock at Esquimiilt, 
and requesting that I would bring tinder 
the consideration of tho Lords ('ommis- 
siouera of tho Admiralty tho advis«diiess 
of ulTording additional us.iistanco toward-, 
tho ooinplotion of that work, I can assure 
your Honor that you hove not over-esti- 
mated the great interest I feel in the ex- 
ecution of a work which would be so ad- 
vantageous to Her Majesty's Squadron in 
the Pacific at all times, and iodeed so es 
Bontial in case iif war. 

2. But, before I address tho Lords 
CiimmiHsiuuerti of tho Adrjjralty on the 
subject, I think it would be beneficial if 
your Honor would be pleased to indicate 
to me what specific alteration in the terms 
or addition to the snra at present proinis- 
od by the Imperial Government would, in 
tho opinion of the Govornment of British 
Columbia, enable tho Province now to 
proceed with and complete the work. Or, 
assuming that tho Imperial Government 
would entertain tbe alternative proposi- 
tion recommended by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment Minute of 21st July last, viz, 
that the Imperial Government shonhl 
tako over the dock and complete it as an 
an Imperial work, I request I may be in- 
formed whether I am authorized to state 
that iu such event the Province engages 
to contribute the site and work already 
dono, together with tbe plant and material 
now iu hand, as a gift, ao tbat the dock 
luid its site would become Admiralty 
propert3'. 

On receiving your Honor's reply I will 
immediately communicate with tli« Lords 
Oommiasionors of the Admiralty.

It appeals quito certain that the present 
and (the for somo time to como)prospect 
ivo commerco of tho Province will not 
sufllce to make the Dock self-supporting 
from tho dockage duos collocted from 
niorcliant vessels re(iuiring its uhc; and 
it i.i.ovidont that tho preferential free use 
of tho Dock for a term of years, an a con- 
dition of tbe Imperial grant, must render 
tho Province liable for a continued an- 
nual oxpunditure for tnaintenauoe for 
inucy years after the oompletion of> the 
Dook.

coufldenoo of the public, so that altoge- 
ther the safest plan was doubtless adopt- 
ed by the Government's acceptance of tho 
offer made. 

Tho offer of purohaao was (as tho Qov- 
ernmont are awaro)mado contingent upon 
tho satisfactory guarantee of tho Interest 
and Sinking Fund for a stipulated period, 
and upon tbe bank's agreeing to take 
£25,000 worth of tho loan tbemaelves, and 
but for the assurance of confidence afford- 
ed by tho bank's ncquiesoeuco in those 
stipulations (only conceded with rolno- 
tanco at tho luiit moment) tho offer would 
not havo boau ratified. Tho purchase at 
90 by a Syndicate relieved the Govern- 
ment from all risk of failuro,and strongth- 
ens the oredit of the Province by enlist- 
ing tbe influence of those whose under- 
taking tho |loan bocamo. 

As soon as their purchase was effected, 
the Syndicate invited subscriiitions to tho 
loan, and it is satisfactory to show that 
the wholo amount was taken up ^ (but 
almost exclusively by tho Syndicate and 
their friends). This result is entirely 
due to the'lnfluence of the parties form- 
ing tho Syndicate, and judging from tho 
small number of applications mado to tho 
bank (six only) it is fair to assnmo that 
if tho lo»n had been .submitted without 
the iutervoution of the Syndicate its lail- 
uro would have resulted. It is quito 
likely that the o[ieratious of speoulators 
may send the quotations to a premium for 
a short time, but tho pmalluesa of the loan 
renders it likely to bo littio dealt in. 

A further point in which tho Govorn- 
ment are the gainers by tho cour.»o adopt 
ed is, that interest payments on tho 
bonds commences only from Ist July, 
while it is an ordinary occurrence with 
the majority of loans of this kind that an 
allowance of several mouths of accrued 
interest has to be made. 

Ilud thoro beou time the Directors 
would have much iireferrod that the Gov- 
ernment should hrvo bean in ijossossion 
of all tho facts aud details bearing upon 
the question before roijuiring to decide 
as to tho method of placing tho loan, but 
having regard to all tho ciroumstuiioes, of 
which the above gives but an outline, the 
floating of the loan on tho terms accom- 
plished with such promptitude is viewed 
liy the Directors na peoulinrly favorable. 
Thoy ari^ gratified that, through their in- 
Btrumontality, tho opernticm has proved 
HO siiect.sbful, and e.^i«ros» thoir oonliilcnt 
expectation that tlu-ir efforts will have 
been rcceivod by th« Governtnont with 
both Satisfaction aud commeudatioD.

Papers respecting this loan were laid 
before the House yesterday. The docu- 
ments extend over a period of several 

montlia. The coriespoudonco ajipears to 
have been coniliictod by the Piuaneo Mi- 
nister ou the part of the (iovernnieiit 
witli eliaraoteri.itic stulo-maulike sagaciiy, 
aud by Mr. Ward, Manag- r of the Bank 
of British Coiumljia, with hia well estab- 
lished businean perspicuity. Tbe corres- 
pondence disclo^os tno fact that after the 
lopprioo in tlie Londnii market had bo^ n 
olitainud for lliu l.jaii the (tovi-rnuii-lU 
askod leuiler.-- for the exrhange. The bid 
of Mr. Ward bfinK tln' hit,diegt was ac- 
cepted. Sir John Eose and Hugh Hughes, 
Esq., of London, havo been mode trustees 
for and on behalf of this Government and 
directed to makstho investment of the sink- 
iiig fund. A clear idea of tlio nature of 
this highly successful financial transac- 
tion will be gathered from tho following 
letter of Mr. Ward, which maybersgard 
ed as a resnma of the entire correspon- 
dence:

Siu, — Adverting to the correapondenco 
and tran:-uctions in eonnuction with the 
negotiation aud sale iu London of the De- 
bontnre.-? of British Columbia Loan, 1877, 
I aui now ill possession of fuller details in 
reforenoo to Ihe transaction of the bnsi- 
nest by our London dlliee, and would bog 
to submit the following explanatory re- 
marks in connection therowiih. 

Tho Court of Direotoru intimate that 
tho sale of tlio bonds liy jiublic tender as 
def-ireil by tho Government in tho first 
place, would havo boon to them tho most 
satisfactory method of dealing with tho 
matter, as relieving both tbe Governinen': 
and tho Bank from such adverse criticism 
hereafter as might be disposed to argue 
that tbe best terms obtainable had not 
been got. 

With leijard to tho plan of asking ten- 
ders from tlio jniblic without disclosing 
the minimum, the Commilteoof the Stock 
EMcliango have lately announced .strong 
obj(!clioiis to tliia course (iu a circular — 
a ciqiy of which i oiiclose) ; and tliougli 
it is not posiliv(.-ly .'stated that an oflieial 
(juotation would bo refused to a lean issu- 
ed in this way, the risk of this is sulfi- 
ciontly gravo to doter many bidders from 
making olVors. 

The risk iiir'ideiilal (o ^inblic tenders 
with the iiiinimuHi price anuounccd, is 
that if the amount is notapplied for it is al- 
luuaL fatal to tiiu operation, as woll as to 
placing tho loan at uU subaeiiuoiitly, tho 
difficulties of reviving or again issuing a 
loan once refused by the public being al- 
most insurmountable. 

This contingency iiecBSisilutos that a low 
minimum pricu be ii.vod, or that arrange- 
ments be made beforolmud with cupital- 
iaU to take up at tho miuiiuumthe amount 
unapplied for by tho public. If a low 
minimum is fixed, it detracts from tbe 
value of tho security, and the arrange- 
ment with cnpituliats fortlii>amo«ntetlier- 
wise uuaijpliei' for iiivolvoi a heavy com- 
miHsion, In tho caso of somo colonies 
whose securities are exceptionally popu- 
lar, a powerful combination of associated 
banks and a wealthy community identifi- 
ed with the colony, tend very materially 
to sustain values; and in this respect Brit- 
i.sli Coluniliia is nlthogctiiur wauliii;,'. 

The ri.sks of failure involved in the two 
courses above ad verted t(j,woro so aericus 
ill the opinion of the Court of Directors 
of tlio Bank, tiiat they deomeLl itdesirable 
not to follow either if thoy could avoid it 
by obtaining an uccoptabie oli'or through 
jirivuto negotiations. This thoy SDCcoed- 
od ill iiciaiiiiplisliiiig after much difiiculty 
and o.\erlion, and Hubmitlod for the Gov- 
(irninont's accoptuuce as por my letter of 
27tli of June. 

Tho disadvantages of a smollloaD ofthis 
kind iiio nnnierons. Being but littio 
dealt in it is negotiable with diflicully and 
only attracts the comparatively limited 
class of invcBtors in ooloniol bonds of 
British North America, who buy for per- 
luanout holding. 

British Columbia is comparatively lit- 
tio known, and its remoteness is not fa- 
vourable, 'i ho uiiH(>ttied stale of Ihe po- 
litical relations of tlio Provinoo with iho 
Dominion, also prejudicially affects tho

The Comraitloo havo had under eoii.sid- 
ei'ution the dinp.itch from the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Britith Columbia of tho 9th 
of Novemhori 1877, enolosing copy of a 
Minute of his Executive Council of tho 
8tli of that month, w!ii('li had lieen for- 
wurded to the Secretary oT Slate for tho 
Colonies, on the subject of the eoiiHtruc- 
tion of tlie Canada Pacilie liailway. 

Tbe Honorable the Minister of Public 
Worka, to whom the above dispatch and 
enclosure were referred, observes that the 
Minnie in question calls tbo attention of 
the Secretary of .Stath for the C^olonics to 
iloluy tlio Earl of Curuuvvon thought iio- 
ooBsary in oommeuoing the construction 



of Iho PnoifioEailway, in his dispatches 
of Di'cembor 18th, 1870, and January 8th, 
1877, and states that the British Colum- 
bia Government are anxious to obtain a 
knowledge of tho result of tbe year's sur- 
Yoya aa early as possible, in o.vdor tbat 
thoy may bo in a position to convene the 
Local Legislature at an early date, and 
lay before it "definite imformation" as to 
the intentions of the Dominion "Goveru- 
mont to carry out its r.iihvay obligations." 

'Tho Minister reports that tho delay 
deemed necessary before advtirtising for 
toudors was couaequeut upon tho mani- 
fest necessity of making a careful instru- 
niontal survey of the Fraser Valley ronto, 
upon which an osploraioiy purvey onl> 
ha'' been mado in previous years. 

That as early as the season permitted, a 
largo stair of engineers was sent to per- 
form this work under the immediate 
charge of Mr. Gamble. 

That tbe field work was finished about 
the beginnning of November, and in tbo 
course of that month tho engineers re- 
turned to Ottawa, whore they are now en- 
gaged in plotting the results of tho sea- 
son's operations. 

That it will take some time yot to ac- 
complish this, and to report in such de- 
tail as will enable the Government to 
cojuo to a decision as to the value of the 
route. That it is impoBsiblo to venture 
upon any decided opinion in advance of 
the complete report, maps, and profiles of 
tho rodd, which are now iu course of pre- 
paration. 

That the Government also took neces- 
sary steps to obtain aecurato information 
regarding tho iios.sibilily of a route to tho 
ocean at Port Essington, at tho mouth of 
the Skeena Eivcr; as well as to ascerLniu 
the feasibility of a hotter paKs through 
tho Eocky Mountains in tho vicinity of 
Pino River. 'Ihat the iiifovnialion on 
both these points will be embraced in the 
report of the Engineer, and will include 
tho reports of the Naval Oflicers upon 
the harbour at tho mouth of tho Skouna 
Eivor. 

That, so far as can bo seen at present, 
thero would appear to bo do noeessitv for 
any further explorations iu British 'Col- 
umbia with the view of tho determination 
of tho best route from the summit of the 
Eocky Jlountains to tho sea. 

Tbat the conclusions reached will be 
duly communicated to the Secretary of 
StMo for the Colonies. 

The Committee concur in the foregoitig 
report, and advise that a copy of this 
Minute be transmitted to Lord Carurtrvon 
and tothe Lieutonant-(Jovernor of Brit- 
ish Columbia.

Assembly : — 

At tho ojjeniag of this the third Session 
of the .leGond term of our Provincial Leg- 
lislature, it affords me much pleasure to 
congratulate you on tlie hopeful i^ro.'^peot 
of early and great prosperity for British 
Golumbia. 

The past year has been an evontful on*, 
and may well mark the beginning of a new 
era of progress aad material deTelopment 
in tho Province. 

The exeefdin^'ly favorsblo're.snlt of the 
Mining Enginoi'r's laliurs in Caribou, 
proving, as it has done, the iinnnui.ie value 
of the gold quartz vi.'in.s in that rielily 
anriferous dibtrict, must be a «ourco of 
great satisfaotion to you, as' it is to me. 
It is undonbtedly nn acceptable reward to 
your wisdom, no less than to your gener- 
osity, in supporlii'g with so much h(\irti- 
ness tho measure which was siibmittcil to 
yon last Session, having for its ohj«et the 
o?t»blishment on a permanent basis of 
that branch of gold mining from which eo 
mticli wealth 'may be derived, and by 
which manufacturing, agricultural, and 
. commercial industries imiy Im iiuircaBod 
and sustained throngliout I ho country. 

The Railway qucHtujii, which can only 
bo satisfactorily .settled by the actual com- 
mencomeut of couatructiou in 15riti:di Co 
lumbia, ia, I hoiia, ou tbe eve of attaining 
that desirable position. The Dominion 
Government have intimated tbat.BO far as 
could be seen at the date of their des- 
patoh, it would not bi; nt'censary to jm-oso- 
cute further oxplornto-y surveys in the 
Province. The corroipondoneo will bo 
Bubmittod tt you. 

The loan which my Ministers were 
authorized to place upon tlio London 
market was duly realized , and the credit 
of tho Pr(jvinco i.n in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. Tho correiponileiice on tlin subject 
will, at once, bo sent down to you. 

The Oomraisaioncrs »i)poiniod to deal 
with tho Indian Ijand question have sue- 
coedfid in allaying tho irritation that was 
manifested by the iial ivos of tho interior 
at one period of tho season, to an ex- 
tent ■\Tliich threatened for a time to rosult 
in an outbicak. Many of thu moro num- 
erous .and powerful triljos have been 
aettlsd with, and it is not thought to be 
desirable or necessary to continuo longer 
thopro.sont o.xi)onsivo method of dotermin- 
ing Indian roHcrvcH. I have coinmunical- 
ed with tho Doniiaiou Goveriiiociit with 
a view of ilitHolviug tho Cumiiiisaiun at an 
early date. 

The Inland Fiahcrioa have boon greatly 
extended dnring the past year, with very 
satisfactory results, and that industry haa 
now aasiinied an importance that cannot 
be ovor-ostimateil as a valiiid)lo .loureo of 
wealth to tho Prfivince. In the ab.soii30 
of Provincial authority to ileal with ques- 
',. .. tions relating to Fisheries, I have comoiii- 
Dioatfld "(ritb the Govarnmeuti at. Ottawa 



with 8 view to inducing such action on 
tbe part of the Dominion as will lead to 
measures being taken to prevent tho pos- 
sible future exhaustion of'the -supply of 
fish in our rivers. 

With reference to the Graving Dock at 
Esquimalt, I regret to say that tho Do- 
minion Government have positively re- 
fased to advance any money for Dock 
purposes, otherwise than aa a loan, to bo 
charged to tbe debt account of British 
Columbia. I haT6,therefore, made a very 
strong appeal to tho Imperial GoTorument 
for increased BS^iBtanue, so that I may bo 
enabled to complete that very important 
and necessary undertaking without fur- 
ther trencliing upon the resonroes of tho 
Province. Papers rolfiliug to this ques- 
tion will be laid before yoa. 

Our public schools have continued 
steadily to advance their usefulness, tho 
attendance throughout tbe Province gc'n- 
orally, inoluding tho High School eatab 
lished in this city, has very much incroas- 
ed during tho past year. Tho necessity 
for tho erection of now and enlargement 
of ol i school houses may bo t..ken as iu 
dicative of denirablo progress and exten- 
aion of settlement in the country. 

The reclamation of tho rich lands on tho 
Frasor, at present snbjcet to tho overllow 
of that river, has engaged the uttontion of 
my Ministeru. Various propoi'ilious hav- 
ing reference to dyking these lands have 
beeu submitted to mo by persons interest- 
ed iu tho work. Obstaoies baset .tho on 
torprise, -which I hope will bo shortly 
overcome, and tho District and the I'rov- 
inco bo made to roaj) tho full bunelit of 
tho natural fertility of tho Eraser Valley. 

The ooal and lumber industries have 
been subjected during the past season to 
adverse ciroumstanoss. The dooliuo in 
the price of coal in the San Francisco 
market has had a somewhat depressing 
inflnenco upon tho trade at Xuiiaiino. 
The exportation for tho year has, how 
over, fully equalled that of last year, and 
the prospect for the business of tho future 
is again, to lome extent, brightening. 

Owing to tho nnuBually early closo of 
tbo mining season at Cas«iar, and the di 
miniahed yield of the alluvial diggings at 
C»riboo, the produce of our gold fields 
hat again fallen below that of former 
years. 

The rooentdevelopmcuts in our (jiurtz 
mines, however, promise in the near fu- 
ture to restore the gold fields of Uritish 
Coltuul)ia to their old position of pn-- 
eiuinsnt importance. Tho yield of the 
future may bo nnticijiated to increwso 
.steadily and rapidly. I trust thu good 
already renulting frwm your wise legisla- 
tion of last Sos.iion will induce you to 
support measures calculated to still fur- 
ther foster llio development of (quartz 
mining in tbe Province. 

Tho Commissioners apjiointed, in con- 
formity with tho Act of last session, to 
revise and consolidate the laws of tho 
Province, have finished their labors, and 
the Statutes are now ready to be laid be- 
fore yoa in their now and improved 
form. 

Important changes in many of the 
Electoral Districts have occurred since 
the framing of tho "CoDstitntiuii Act, 
'1871," and a moro equitable roproseuta- 
^ion of the people in your honorable As- 
sembly is now nrgsntly required. I pnr- 
poio to submit for yon cousidoration 
an Act to provide for a redistribntion of 
seats and an increase of tho number of 
members, which, however, is not intend- 
ed to add to tha present cost of legisla- 
tion, 

Nocessary changes in the Mining laws 
will bo submitted for your consideration. 

A Bill will be introduced to amend the 
Quartz Act of last year, nomo of tho con- 
ditions upon which tho Government aid 
was made contingent, requiring to bo 
modified or removed. It is intended also, 
aa a merited recognition of tbe service 
thay have rendered to the Province, to 
ar-.k for power to grant to th* C-^ribno 
Quartz Comjiauy tho aid contemplated by 
tho Act. 

Tho Public Accounts will at onco lie 
laid before ^ou,Qsd estimates for the cur- 
rent year will be sent down to you at an 

early cay. 

I now leave you to your deliberations, 
in tho confident belief that y(ju will eiitci- 
upon your dutifS with an earnu.'it d<;sin! 
to promote tho welfare of Briush Colum- 
bia.

Debate on the Sunplementary Vote. 

London, Feb. 4.— In the debata on the

It also removed 
the reason for persevering iu the voto now 
that there was no apprehension of Bus- 
sian oconpatioii of Constantinople. The 
Government by tho menacing attitude 
they j)ro|iosed to assume yvero taking a 
step lu the direction of barbarism and 
violence. Perseverance with the vote 
could only demonstrato that tho nation 
was divided. Wliile urging that the vote 
of credit bo witlidiawn in favor of an ad- 
dress to tho crown which ho had propos- 
ed, ho conceded tho necessity of support- 
ing tho government in using their influ- 
ence to induce liuasia to relinquish her 
claim for tho retrocession of BuHaarabia, 
aKo in everything to the free navigation 
of tho Danube, and in obtaining liberal 
terms for Turkey as far as consiateat with 
tho interests of Turkey's subjects. 

Gathorno Harily, secretary of war. point- 
ed out that the governmeut were ignorant 
of tho conditions of the armistice, and the 
Rus-inn armies had reached a point, which 
if uegoiialions failed, might be dangerons 
for Europe.

Alexander Hall protested against east- 
ern Europe being left to Russian ambi- 
tion under the pretext of religion. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Uarcourt said : If the 
Cioverument, us might seom from the 
Consorvativo cheers, intended to enter 
thu conference with the policy indicated 
by tho last speaker, it meant war. If the 
Cioverument desired a durable peace, the 
basis of their policy at tho conference 
must be a recognitiim of tho fact that the 
independence anil integrity of the Otto- 
man empire had coased. He continued : 
It is not loo late for ihe Government to 
rival and surpass Russia in the confer'- 
once as champions of the oppressed na- 
tionalities, The whole country would 
support such a jiolicy. Ho deprecated 
liny Miippcirt of .\ustriim interests. If 
b.-fore thf! closo of tho debate tho Gov- 
ernmi-ut wouM declare a policy of poaco 
which tho Lib'.Tals could approve they 
would have a nnauiinous vote 

Sir Hardinge (iill'nrd, solicitor general, 
said he yvas astonished at tbe moderation 
of the o|ii)osilion after their violent agl- 
tatiiiu iu the country. Ho protested 
ag linst being driven to accept Russia's 
prateiiaioiis that she was the only power 
which would act on behalf of oppressed 
nationalities, and enfranchise dtber States 
while maintaining despotiam at home. 
I'liu opposition asked tho House to weak- 
en iliu liaiids of the government at a time 
whin every eleineut of mischief eilatod 
iu Europe and I'jUglanil's influence was 
trembling iu the b.ilaneo.
